To this Mr. Bryan sends the follow- 


. ing reply: 


"That is a question that is pro- 


pounded by tbe employer, who seems 


"to be terribly afraid that and or free 
coinage he will .have to get his tnon 
for less wages than they are working 
for now. 
I want to say that in tbe 


sense in which thesf words are used. 
I reply, no. There are two things to be 
considered. First, the number of dol- 
lars that the laboring man receives; 
seooud, the purchasing power of tha 
dollar he receives: 


"If you tike the purchasing power of 


a single dollar it will be lest), but at 
the present time u great many working- 
men are working on half time, and 
many are not able to find work at all, 
and yon must remember that, when 
you decide whether the purchasing 
power of the, workingman's wugea is 
decreased you must take what the 
worklnginan will receive in dollars 
under free coinage and compare it with 
what the viorkiugmen receives in dol- 
lars now under the gold standard. 


"More than that, you also have to 


consider that under the present con- 
ditions, when a man loses his job it is 
bard to find work again, and that every 
man who finds employment is men- 
aced by idle men, increasing in num- 
ber, who stand ready to take his place 
on a moment's notice. 
We iusist that 


the conditions that will be brought 
about by the free coinage of t-Uver, the 
increased demand for work in order to 
supply tbe goods which will bo con- 
sumed when the people are prosper- 
ous under bimetallism and the in- 
creasing wages which will come with a 
greater demand for -labor, we insist 
that when these things are considered 
the worklngman will receive more dol- 
lars and that be can do more with tbe 
larger' wages he will receive under free 
coinage than he onu buy now with the 
few dollars he receives under the gold 
standard, and besides his employment 
will be more permanent.

Bryuu has made a deep impression 


in Chicago. Ruperts say he has elec- 
trified the people and won thousands 
of votes during the last few days. The 
officers of trades unions say there is a 
wave of enthusiasm, which seems irre- 
sistible, sweeping through the city.
